News of the Soviet Government’s 
_ effort to reach American investors 
became known through an advertise- 


ment inserted by the Soviet State 
in several New York newspa- 
pers. The advertisement said that 
coupons for the bonds would be paid 
iy the Chase Nationa] Bank _pro- 
ded the bonds bore the: designated 
certificate. It also said that “the 
Soviet State Bank would buy the 
bonds at current prices on the Soviet 
Stock Exchange and make payment 
therefor in dollars at New York... In- 
p dard were referred to the foreign 
epartment of the State Bank at 
Moscow, although it will be possible 
to obtain information here. 

For the sale of the railway bonds 
in the United States, England and 
Germany the bonds certified for 
foreign sales have been printed with 
English and German texts. Speci- 
men bonds of the issue have 
printed, and they show that they re- 
semble —— y the bonds issued 





by .American industries and State 
and municipal Governments. 

The issue from which bonds will 
be sold in America was about $30,- 
000,000. It was dated Sept. 1, 1927, 
and it will mature within five and 
one-half years through semi-annual 
drawin beginning in 1929. The 
bonds ar e unusually high in- 
terest of 9 per cent. and are offered 
here at 95. They are unconditionally 
guaranteed by the Soviet Govern- 
ment and are secured by a first lien 
on the profits ofthe railways within 
Soviet Russia. Revenues of the 
©} railways in the year to Oct. 31 were 
1,468,000,000 rubles and expenditures 
1,264, 000,000 rubles, making net rev- 
enue 204,000,000 rubles. 

The Soviet State Bank is one of 
the largest banks in point of capital 
and ranks in this respect with the 
Midland Bank of London. Its chief 
correspondents here are the Chase 
National Bank and the Equitable 
Trust Company. Other correspon- 
dents here are the American Ex- 
change Irving Trust Company, Bank 
of United States, Public National 
Bank’ and ‘Trust Company, Henry 
Schroder Banking Corporation and 
the State Bank. Like other foreign 
banks, the Soviet Bank is not per- 
mitted under the State Banking law 
to do business directly here. 


State Bank a Clearing House, 


Under the Soviet banking system 
the State Bank is the clearing house 
for revenues from railways or other 
State enterprises. For is reason 
it is empowered to issue the bonds 
against the railway revenues. 

The bonds are issued in units of 
chervonetz, the gold currency of the 
Soviet Government. One chervonetz 
contains. 7.74234 grams of fine gold 
and is worth $65.145 A ten-cher- 
vonetz bond of the railway issue is 
therefore worth about $51 in United 
States money. It is at this rate that 
payments in principal and interest 
will be made.

Paper Says No: More ‘Conversations’ 
Shall Begin Without His Consent. 


ROME, Jan. 20 ().—Reaffirmation 
that no attempt at a resumption of 
the ““Malines conversations,”’ looking 
toward union ‘of’ the . Christian 
churches, or any. similar effort shall 
be undertaken without’ the Pope’s 
consent or, encou t .is ib- 
lished in. today's rvatore 
mano. . 

The Vatican. organ’s restatement 
of the principles contained in the 
recent Papal encyclical is in reply 
to a brochure by Lord Halifax, chief 
Anglican participant in the Malines 
conversations with the late Cardinal 
Mercier, in which Lord Halifax’ de- 
duced ‘that the Pope’s personal bene- 
diction bestowed.upon him at an 
audience also covered his ‘‘lifelong 
work for reunion.’’

If only he were willing to control a 
given region and not make war on 
his neighbors, he might help his 
people. But, like all the militarists, 
he is forever seeking more provinces 
—and revenues—to conquer. 

For this reason the reports about 
his cooperation with the Nationalist 
groups must be accepted with reser- 
vations. It is not inconceivable that 
he can effect the unification which 
CHIANG KAI-SHEK failed to bring 
about. But this is tnlikely.. By.the 
same token it is rash to forecast 
extensive military advances by 
CHIANG. KAI-SHEK in the coming 
months. One of the few rules that 
hold in Chinese politics is that the 
stronger a General becomes in. ap- 
pearance the weaker he is in fact. 
Success breeds enemies rather than 
friends among the Chinese milita- 
rists, with the result that whenever 
any single man acquires unusual 
power it is the signal for his enemies 
to unite against him. 

In the recent events in China one 
encouraging sign is visible —the 
anti-foreign campaign has collapsed. 
It may be revived again, but until 
this happens there should be no 
more clashes between foreigners and 
Chinese. Whether it will be possible 
to open negotiations for treaty re- 
vision will depend on one thing 
alone —the ability of the Chinese 
factions to unite on delegates who 
not only will have the power to nego- 
tiate, but will: be able to induce 
their principals to carry out China’s 
side of the agreements. As yet there 
are no prospects of this occurring 
in the near: future. 


PROMOTING CONSULS AND 


DIPLOMATS. 

Among the numerous “ investiga- 
tions” to be carried on by the Sen- 
ate this Winter is an examination of 
the charges brought by some of the 
members of the consular branch of 
the foreign service to the effect that 
promotions have been given to the 
members of the diplomatic rather 
than of the consular division. The 
members of the diplomatic service 
and the various officials of the State 
Department will doubtless welcome 
this opportunity’ to explain to the 
Senate—and the public—the selec- 
tive methods used in reclassifying 
the members:of the foreign service 
under the terms of the Rogers act. 
There has been in both branches of 
the foreign service:a:deal of dissatis- 
faction with the working of the 
Rogers act, some of which has found 
expression in’ active criticism of 
promotions. This has been directed 
as much against the advancement of 
men in one as in the other branch, 
by diplomatic secretaries as well as 
by consuls. 

The truth of the matter is that the 
Rogers. act, while representing a 
great improvement in legislation 
affecting our foreign service, is not 
complete or final. There is still 
much to be done before the service 
is perfected... Besides.providing for 
the acquisition of offices and houses 
in the various capitals and ports for 
our foreign officials, it is necessary 
to work out a scale’ of post allow- 
ances sufficiently flexible to meet 
the varying costs of service in dif- 
ferent posts. A general reorganiza- 
tion of the State Department is also 
needed providing for suitable com- 
pensation and for the selection of 
experts as, advisers in important 
problems. 8

A PORTO RICAN GESTURE. 

President BARCELO of the Porto 
Rican Senate and Speaker ‘Soro of 
the House of Representatives can 
hardly expect that President Coor- 
IDGE will recommend to Congress 
that Porto Rico be made a “free 
State,” or that the Pan-American 
Conference in Havana will go on 
record as approving the .message 
they. have. sent to .the President. 
Their action will be, regarded as a 
political gesture designed to. attract 
attention to the demands of Porto 
Rico for changes in the form of gov- 
ernment and for economic relief. 
Porto Rican party leaders are di- 
vided into groups that are not in 
agreement about what should be 
done to. satisfy their aspirations. 
The practical politicians do not take 
seriously the demand of a very small 
but. clamorous minority for inde- 
pendence. That is an issue laid 
away as visionary and of no utility. 
Statehood has many adherents, but 
apparently they have made only a 
superficial study of territorial gov- 
ernment in the continental United 
States. The hope of a free State 
flying its own flag under the pro- 
tection of the United States is the 
dream of men of Spanish descent 
who have -misgivings about the 
survival of peninsular culture if 
Porto Rico is made. a State of the 
Union and becomes. thoroughly 
Americanized. 

If heads could be counted, it would 
be found that a majority of the edu- 
cated Porto Ricans, professional and 
business men, advocate Statehood, 
because they are well aware of 
the remarkable advancement of the 
island under the American flag and 
have no confidence in the imprac- 
ticables who are agitating for a free 
State. A compromise would be leg- 
islation by Congress providing for 
the election of a Governor, with the 
prospect that full Statehood would 
come when the people proved them- 
selves fit for it. Im 1924 Governor 
TOWNER appeared before a Con- 
gressional committee to support a 
bill for the election of a territorial 
Governor in 1928. He made this 
statement: 

Since 1917 they [the Porto Ricans] 
have made their own laws so well 
that the veto power regarding gen- 
eral laws has been rarely exer- 
cised. by the American serving as 
Governor. * * * I doubt if the 
people of any State in the Union, 
working under the same condi- 
tions, would have given a better 
account of themselves. They have 
been quick to adjust themselves to 
what is best in many of our States. 

At that time Governor TOWNER 
declared that separation was not in 
the minds of the Porto Ricans. 
“They want to continue as part of 
our territory,” he said. Probably the 
majority of thinking Porto Ricans 
do, in spite of the demonstrations of 
President BARcELO and Speaker 
Soto. Of Governor TOWNER, Sen- 
ator BARCELO has said: “He is an 
“ admirable Governor. If we had the 
“ power, he is the kind of chief ex- 
“ ecutive we wouldchoose ourselves.” 
This was evidence of Mr. TOWNER’S 
tact and accomplishments. But 
everybody in Porto Rico knows that 
there are so many illiterates among 
the voters, great numbers of them 
voting by symbols on the ballot, that 
a Governor elected in 1928 would be 
the choice of the most powerful 
politicians. Economically there is a 
good deal that is wrong with Porto 
Rico. It would be well for Congress 
to do what it can to correct the con- 
dition complained of before taking 
up the question of changing the 
structure of the Government. 


PROTECTING CITIES FROM GAS 


ATTACK. 

The Brussels conference on gas 
warfare, which has just come to an 
end, has givel. us a glimpse of the 
horrors that lie in store if the world 
should ever be embroiled in another 
devastating war. Military authori- 
ties are agreed that industrial cen- 
tres must be crippled at all costs. 
Inland cities are therefore more 
dangerous than dugouts on the firing 
line. The greatest havoc must be 
wrought at the least cost with the 
least. effort. It is a foregone con- 
clusion that gas will be the weapon 
selected—gas dropped in bombs from 
aircraft and laying low thousands 
huddied in “slums... The

has studied this method of protec- 
tion. Professor PAVLOV, Russia’s 
most distinguished physiologist, has 
even designed a city building which 
may be regarded as a practical 
refuge. Yet the very expanse and 
congestion of modern cities make it 
difficult to realize his plan. A 
means of sealing a structure from 
the outer air, some method of :gen- 


erating oxygen and expelling the} 


products of respiration—these any 
competent engineer can devise. But 
are all structures—business offices, 
hotels and dwellings—to be thus 
“improved”? Consider what. is in- 
volved in adequately protecting Lon- 
don or Paris. Clearly the task is 
hopeless. Nor is the erection of a 
single building for each quarter feas- 
ible. With real estate costing hun- 
dreds of dollars a foot in some parts 
of a city the cost would be pro- 
hibitive. Moreover, a gas-laden shell 
would easily pierce any roof not 
actually armored. Even if a well- 
schooled population did save itself 
by scurrying to special shelters or 
taking refuge in properly designed 
homes, there still remains the diffi- 
culty of ridding streets of gas. The 
last war proved only too conclu- 
sively that mustard gas pervades 
trenches for days. The necessity of 
clearing cellars and subways of 
poisonoys fumes is one of the tasks 
that were not sufficiently empha- 
sized in the reports of the Brus- 
sels proceedings that have reached 
the United States. 

No instrument of destruction ever 
devised seems to have such dreadful 
potentialities as gas. It looks black 
indeed for city dwellers if the next 
war is fought as mercilessly as was 
the last. Compared with this 
menace of gas, the problem pre- 
sented by naval disarmament seems 
almost trivial.

TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


It is good news 
that Commissioner 
Harnett suffered no 
impairment of 
vision, as was at 
first feared, in the automobile col- 
lision in which he was injured on 
Third Avenue Thursday night. He 
needs the sight of both eyes and his 
full faculties to perform his difficult 
duties as Motor. Vehicle Commis- 
sioner. Except that he has to wear 
bandages for a lacerated face, he is 
almost himself again. But the acci- 
dent kept him away yesterday from 
the Hastern Conference of Motor Ve- 
hicle Commissioners, of which he 
was to be Chairman, and that was a 
distinct loss to its deliberations. 

In one of Mr. Harnetr’s late re- 
ports it appeared that, although 
drivers of motor trucks were re- 
sponsible for many casualties in the 
city, drivers of taxicabs had a con- 
siderable responsibility themselves 
and figured in many accidents. Com- 
missioner HarNetr was in a taxicab 
when the collision occurred, and it 
seems to have been caused by care- 
less driving of another taxicab on a 
cross street. It seems like an irony 
of fate that the official who has done 
so much for safety on the road 
should have had such an experience. 
He now figures among the many 
thousands of injured on the streets 
of New York in the course of a year. 

Commissioner HarNgtT has done a 
great work in suspending and revok- 
ing licenses for reckless driving. 
Nothing has contributed more to a 
sense of responsibility among oper- 
ators of cars than his insistence that 
the guilty shall be held to a strict 
account. His custom of publishing 
the names of drunken drivers has 
been salutary. He has greatly im- 
proved traffic regulations, and his 
recommendations of reform legisla- 
tion have been effective in ‘most in- 
stances. He is too valuable an of- 
ficial to be disabled in an automobile 
accident,

Appeals for Executive Clemency. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Governor Smith’s action in recent appeals 
for clemency has. met with general ap- 
proval, but the point that will suggest itself 
to every thinking person is, that it is dis- 
tinctly unfair to the Governor and to the 
public that he should be subjected to so 
trying an ordeal. 

The administration of justice pertains to 
the judiciary. It is. neither right nor logi- 
cal that after a sentence has been passed 
and confirmed by the court a chaimel 
should be left open for its modification by 
the Executive, on the strength of pleas ad- 
dressed solely to the emotions. 

If, however, the last resort of appeal to 
Executive clemency is insisted upon, then 
such appeal should be made in writing and 
not in person, with all the stage setting 
of weeping relatives, biblical allusions and 
the lke, which skillful lawyers know so 
well how to employ.

Instead of reclassifying principalships of 
junicr high, continuation and vocational 
schools so as to exempt them from the rules 
of selection under the merit plan, these 
teachers should be appointed from an eli- 
gible list upon which they have secured 
placement in a competitive examination. All 
except possibly the 
city superintendent, should be selected. from 
eligible Hsts. This merit plan would give 
all teachers in the schools a-fair chance to 
get a high position if they chose to aim at 
the top. Today few of our 33,000 teachers 
care to try for supervisory positions be- 
cause they know that worth or merit has 
very little to do with getting a job. 

There is very little use of increasing 
teachers’ salaries so long as the teachers 
themselves feel that they are not treated 
fairly, or realize that promotion can be 


gained by unfair means. The morale of 
the teaching staff is‘perhaps the most im- 
portant factor in the public —— one

Investment Bankers’ Director of 
Education Advises Use of 


Savings Banks.

ATLANTIC CITY, N. J. Jan. 20.— 
Samuel O. Rice of St. Louis, Director 
of Education of the Investment 
Bankers’ Association, whose Board 
of Governors will begin its mid-Win- 
ter conference at the Sea View Coun- 
try Club tomorrow, said tonight that 
something must be done to teach the 
public to be more careful of its in- 
vestments. 

‘“‘The public should keep away from 
stocks and bonds when it has only 
a small amount of money to invest,’’ 
he said. The problem of invest- 
ment on the part of the public is the 
most serious one that the association 
has to contend with. The organized 
investment. bankers of the United 

States have contributed directly and 
indirectly more than $2,000,000 a year 
to fight fraud. The peo le are be- 
comi more. and more investment 
minded, but the amount of fraud 
runs between $500,000, 000 and $1,000,- 
000,000. a year.
